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Coast Guard Prohibited From 


Releasing Report 


The Acting Commandant the Coast 
Guard, Rear Admiral J.A. Hirshfield, 
has told NICAP that the official UFO 
sighting report from the cutter 
was forwarded, required, the De- 
partment Defense. 

law prohibits release 
official files concerned with such cases 
other than specified stated 
Admiral Hirshfield. therefore find 
necessary deny your request for this 

designated Coast Guard represeniative, 
NICAP was told that the officers and 
radarmen involved famous 
case are still assigned their customary 
duties. The Coast Guard representative 
agreed this would not true their 
superiors had believed them incompetent 

Just after the sighting, 
November, 1957, the cutter’s commanding 
officer radioed full report which was 
made public the Coast Guard offices 
New Orleans. The report disclosed 
that the radarmen had 
the UFO for several minutes, that 
maneuvered around the ship concentric 
circles, that its speed one point was 
about 1000 mph, and that the UFO also 
was seen two ‘eck officers and de- 
scribed brightly glowing object. 

The Air Force, press statement, 
later the officers and radarmen 
were incompetent, stating they had been

first reading this criticism, 
was believed the facts had been mali- 
ciously distorted. was thought this 
was possibly effort interest pros- 
pective subscribers contrived 
stroy what Mr. Moseley might consider 
rival organization. 

Since then, through correspondence 
with Mr. Moseley, find that hon- 
estly misinterpreted the partial informa- 
tion had. Also, appears was 
purposely misled source de- 
(We know such source; possibly some- 
one falsely pretending close contact.) 

Mr. Moseley has been invited visit 
NICAP's office, inspect our financial 
and other records, observe the work- 
load and lack adequate help, and 
ask questions about any phase our 
operations. believe had done 
this before, would have realized 
attack was completely unwarranted. 

NICAP hopes Mr. Moseley will accept 
this invitation. Meantime, fairness 
our members and the staff shall 
answer his basic points. (See also the 
Director’s Report, which clarifies Mr. 
Moseley’s question about finances.) 

Moseley: T.T. Brown, former 
NICAP chairman, envisioned ten 
istrative sections and sub-committees, 
monthly journal Skylight’’ 
annual $15 fee, short newsletter for 
$7.50. 

NICAP: These plans and corre- 
spondingly large budget were rejected 
the Board Governors January 
1957. Brown received only $175 
cash for his five months’ work.) 

Moseley: What became the pub- 
lications promised many who paid $15? 

NICAP: $15 members (total less 
than 100) were offered extra year, 
the new $7.50 rate, refund. inte- 
gral part the new rate was substitution 
the later named The 
UFO INVESTIGATOR, for the two pub- 
lications planned Brown. 

Moseley: were led expect 
monthly publication $7.50 
Since Keyhoe took over, only 
four issues have been published the 
fourth, only pages. 

NICAP: After the Director was def- 
initely assured ample funds, 32-page 
magazine was promised. The funds never 
came. Rather than give up, NICAP’s 
tiny staff has worked overtime for months, 
two members sacrificing pay due them, 
get out the issues produced, plus 
several news bulletins. offset the

The extreme seriousness the Con- 
gressional hearings indicated Rep. 
Ayres’ statement that all the information 
presented was classified. This means 
that all the hearings were executive 
closed-door sessions. The Air Force’s 
determination keep the information 
from the public proved the fact that 
printed records are kept not even 
confidential copies for the committee 
members. 

This the first documentation from 
Capitol Hill which proves the Air Force 
policy UFOs, namely: the secret ad- 
mission serious UFO problem while 
publicly denying the UFOs’ existence. 

date, the Air Force has remained 
silent regarding Rep. Ayres’ disclosure. 
NICAP possession statements 
from number Congressmen who dis- 
approve secrecy about unidentified 
flying objects. Congressional support 
for end the censorship steadily 
again suggest that all 
NICAP members write their Representa- 
tives and Senators urging that the pres- 
ent secret hearings opened the 
press and the public.

probably true that none the 
great observatory telescopes has ever 
spotted UFO except accident 
certainly sighting has not been long 
enough for accurate record. Here 
the explanation given Dr. Clyde 
Tombaugh, discoverer the planet 


Doctor Tombaugh’s careful evaluation, 
which wrote especially for NICAP 
follows: 


The large telescopes cannot deal very 
successfully with rapidly moving UFOs. 
doubt there single professional 
astronomical telescope that has slewing 
(cq) rates motion keep with 
UFO. After they weigh many tons 
and would unsafe for the instrument 
attempt rapid acceleration motion. 

there such telescope would 
require the most skillful manipulation 
two-man team (one manning the finder 
and slewing (cq) with the control box) 
get such object into the small angular 
field view the large telescope. 

the latter could attained, the 
image plane would have quickly 
located racking the film holder out- 
focal length the telescope and the 
slant distance the object, the latter 
which rapidly changing). 

Most astronomical research spectro- 
graphic. This would require interrupting 
some long exposure spectrogram, re- 
moving spectrograph, and at- 
taching direct image plate holder. 

Most large telescopes peer out through 
narrow opening the dome, and the 
astronomers would unable see 
UFO some other part the sky. 

Large telescopes are not used the 
daytime. requires several minutes 
even open the massive shutters large 
dome and even longer revolve the dome 
opening the proper position the sky. 

Wide-angle sky cameras have too short 
focal length yield enough scale. 
The best prospect with 
6-inch reflecting telescope for visual 
observation, and little hope photo- 
graph (with such telescope). 

Because the difficulty acquiring 
UFO the field view, the best com- 
promise would pair binoculars 
power. Anything more than this 
requires two-person team, one man 
the finder and slew (cq) the telescope 
while the other looks through the tele- 
scope. then, the jerky motion 
unsatisfactory view.

Since 
the existence UFOs publicly denied 
the AF, those responsible for expe- 
diting reports may have been misled into 
glossing over ignoring information 
received from GOC centers. The 
policy public and secret investi- 
thus may have backfired and lim- 
ited the flow information ATIC and 
higher headquarters. 8-point 
plan offering cooperation with the AF, 
avoid just such stagnation facts, 
still stands. are grateful the GOC 
supervisor for calling this situation 
our attention.

Another attack, answered the pre- 
vious issue, charges that NICAP 
smokescreen helping the hide the 
facts.

With less than 
100, Brown resigned January, 1957. 
The Board approved his basic plan, 
evaluate and publish authentic UFO in- 
carry on, the Board ap- 
proved the jobs Director, Editor, 
Evaluations Chief, Research Chief, Pub- 
lic Relations Chief, Promotions Chief 
and Office Manager, with clerical help 
needed. accepted the Director’s job 
with the hope building NICAP, 
then later aiding new Director, 
consultant. 

NICAP was heavily debt several 
firms. owed back rent, $175 month, 
and could not move our equipment 
from the large office inherited. But 
two $5,000 donations were detinitely 
promised me, with firm assurance that 
more funds, from $50,000 up, would 


secured short time. 


The staff then consisted only 
Rose Hackett (later Mrs. Campbell) 
and myself. But with funds and help 
supposedly assured, offered members 
32-page monthly magazine and bulle- 
tins, $7.50 This replaced 
Brown’s plan for two publications, 
$15; the $15 members were listed for 
two 

Then the blow fell. Because out- 
side pressure and ridicule, the promise 
funds was Mrs. Campbell 
(to use her present name) and could 
have resigned. NICAP corporation; 
could not held for its debts. But 
believed NICAP; felt morally 
obligated friends and readers 
books who had joined. stayed on, 
persuaded creditors wait, paid our 
own expenses and used volunteer and 
part-time help keep 

Slowly NICAP grew. paid debts 
instalments, gradually bought office 
equipment formerly under- 
par salary, hired Mr. Lee Munsick, 
experienced UFO investigator, asso- 
ciate With only three people, 
work inevitably piled hundreds 
letters were unanswered, the member- 
ship slowed down. Working 
six, often seven days week, even 
nights, finally got out the long de- 
layed No. magazine. Another delay, 
Mrs. Campbell paid 
the overdue printing bill, and got out 
the No. issue. Then Munsick, with 
expenses surpassing his salary, had 
leave for better job. With about 35,000 
words copy write alone, was un- 
able finish the third issue until the 
Christmas holidays. 


Knowing the lack funds and help, 
few members complained for which 
shall always grateful. 

After the November 1957 sighting 
membership had increased. 
early the Armstrong Theater, Mike 
Wallace and Long John UFO programs 
brought new members. now, Mrs. 
Campbell had assistant, Mrs. Bessie 
Clark, and hoped for new editor.

Then censorship tightened, press 
stories UFOs declined and mem- 
berships Again, faced over- 
due bills for printing, rent, office sup- 
plies. this crisis, cut the magazine 
offset this, and the delays, also cut 
memberships $5.00, listing the $15 
members for three years, the $7.50 mem- 
bers for this new basis, 
planned publish magazine one month, 
bulletin the hoping eventually 
resume the old schedule. 

This present issue had published 
cash basis; was made possible 
only renewals, gift memberships and 
donations the Washington-area meet- 
ing and few other members. 

These are painful facts. The figures 
that support them also will painful, 
though the Washington-area members 
reacted courageously and sure most 
members will the same. The situation 
boils down this: 

NICAP owes its continued existence 
two things: 

Extra support small per cent 
its members, through founder member- 
ships, pledges, securing new members 
and outright contributions. 

Subsidizing NICAP Mrs. 
Campbell and myself. 1956 Mrs. 
Campbell drew salary; 1957, she 
drew salary not over $2000; for Jan. 
Sept. 1958, will not over $1000. 
1957, accepted Board listing 
far less than normal writing and lec- 
turing income. the agreed amount, 
have drawn less than half the salary 
$2805 for 11% months 1957, and 
expected maximum $1400 for 1958. 

This not complaint; could have 
nation how NICAP has kept going. 

The full financial report (available 
oll NICAP members this office) 
would require too much space, but the 
key 1957 figures will give the picture. 
NOTE: This copyrighted financial re- 
port for NICAP members, and not 
released for publication. 

For 1957, printing, $4802.07; postage, 
$1627.95; taxes, $457.66; telephone, 


telegraph, express and messenger serv- 
ice, $981.73; office equipment rent (later 
applied purchase) and direct pur- 
chases, $2244.68; office supplies, 
$506.08; outside typing services (part- 
time workers) $1168.48; notes repaid, 
$128.45; associate editor, months, 
$900; office assistant, months, $540; 
rent $175 monthly (arranged former 
regime and now reduced $100) $2275. 
Cash balance end year, $1.40. The
